STREAM-LINED TRAIN 


It must have been very gratifying 
to the officials of the C, P. R, to 
note the large number of people 
from this town and district who ac- 
cepted the invitation to greet the new 
stream-lined air-conditioned train 
last Thuisday evening. It was really 
surprising to learn that so many were 
interested and at the station. They 
came ffom Arrowwod and district, 
Standard district amd the areas a- 
round Cluny in the east and Namats 
in the west, 

Approximately 600 people were oi 
hand when the train arrived shortly 
after 6 o’clock. Of this number ove: 
600 inspected the “Chinook” as it wil, 
be called when it commences its Cal- 
gary+Edmonton run this month. 

The most striking features of the 
light weight train, composed of tae 
locomotive and four cars, were the air- 
conditioning of the cars, comfort o. 
the seats, and the sinart appearanc: 
of the interior of the coaches Ti 
are individual and some. weit 
tipped at different angles to demon- 
strate what could be done in 
the line of making them comfo.t- 
able for the traveller. The ceiling. 
are lower but on the other hand in. 
cars geem to be wider also the passav. 
ways, all denoting comfort. 

The semi-streamline offect, the 
giant locomotive, arid the light weight 
of the coaghes denote the speed a. 
which this train is capable of trave!- 
ling and although no effort was mad: 
to establish a record the “Chinoos 
attained a «peed of 100 miles an how: 
on the stretch between Tilley anc 
Brooks. 

Six C. P. R. pelicemen handled th- 
crowd in a courteous and efficicn’ 
manner the result was that only 29 
minutes were required for the 500 
people to inspect the train, 

Evidently the crows was inser 
larger than the railway officiale ¢y 
pected, since they estimated that - 
ten minutes stop here would be ampl_ 
time Even though the train was (le- 
layed ten minutes all were wivei a 
opportunity to go through the traw 
without being hurried. 

After inspecting the interior mos!

to look it over. Even the layman coulé 
gee the big difference between this 
locomotive and the ordinary kind. 
The high drive wkeels—about eight 
feet in diameter—showed how it was

HOW THE BANKS 
WERE STARTED 


Sir Norman Angel, British econ- 
omist, who recently wrote a series 


of articles on money and banking 
for Financial Post, gives us the fol- 
lowing interesting story of how and 


why banks started: 
Modern banking began with the 
goldsmiths, 


It was the custom of wealthy 
men im the later Middle Ages to de- 
posit their gold and silver, money 
jewels, and plate~for sate keeping 


with goldsmiths, whose premises 
were especially well guarded a- 
gainst theft. A land owner or mer- 


chant having a large payment to 
make would, instead of fetching 
the actual money and carrying it 
over robber-infested roads, give an 
order or the goldsmith. The re- 
cipient of that order could, of 
of course, pass it on, It might be a 
long time in circulation without the 
money or valuables ever being called 
for. At a time of Crusades, for in- 
stance, the owner of money or valv- 
ables deposited with a goldsmith 
might be gone for years, and it 
was inevitable that a goldsmith, 
knowing full well that much of the 
money deposited with him would not 
be called for during a long time, 
should meantime, lend it; knowing 
that a Crusader could not possibly re- 
turn for a year to get his money, it 
seemed perfectly safe to lend it at a 
good rate of interest to a merchant 
for six months. ‘The goldsmith, as a 
further safeguard, knew that when 
the Crusader returned and withdrew 
his money or jewels, other Crusaders 
starting off would make a deposit of 
money, and that this second deposit 
could be used to pay the first. 

Let us be clear as to the mechan- 
isms, for a different way, a very 
much better managed way, the same 
same sort of thing is being done by 
banks today,

A CAMPAIGN OF FALSEHOOD 


The opponents of the present methods of grain marketing are 
using freely the weapons of abuse and misrepresentation in en- 
deavors to discredit the grain trade, to force their own policies 
upon the country and to obiain an unfair advantage for the Pools 
at the country elevator points, 

THE FOLLOWING FACTS ARE TRUE: 

1, The Western Pools are and have been since their inception, 
members of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange. They continually use 
the facilities of the Exchange for the benefit of their customers. 

2. When representatives of the grain trade were called upon to 
give advice to the Dominion Government in 1935 concerning the 
establishment of a Wheat Board, they appeared publicly before 
a Parliamentary Committee. On that occasion, as first witnesses 
called, they advised the Government to appoint a Wheat Board, to 
provide a minimum price for the protection of farmers and to use 
every available channel to market Canadian wheat and to maintain 
Canada’s place in the wheat markets of the world The representa- 
tives of the Western Pools, on the same occasion, demanded the 
Wheat Board Bill in its original form under which no protection was 
made for a minimum price but only for the establishment of a 
compulsory marketing system. 

3. The Winnipeg Grain Exchange is one in the chain of world’s 
grain markets. It is a meeting place for all buyers and sellers of 
grain. The grain trade has no quarrel with those who think a better 
method can be found, but up to date no one has discovered a method 
of marketing that will better serve thie interests of the farmer. 

4, It is the interest. of the grain trade that the farmer should 
obtain the best, possible price for his product and the maximum 
Government support in the hour of need. The interest of the grain 
trade is not thus at variance with that of grain growers; on the 
contrary, the grain trade realizes keenly that the prospeity of agri- 
culture is essential to the well-being of the Dominion and of all its 
industries, including their own, 


5. No line elevator company, any more than a Pool elevator 
company, designs to make profit from fluctuation of grain prices, 
which are determined by numerous causes that are not and cannot 
be controlled by the grain trade, the Wheat Board or the Pools. 

6. It has been stated on numerous occasions, in the plainest 
possiible terms, the grain trade and the Winnipeg Grain Exchange 
have made no representations to the Government. against the fixing 
of a hig minimum price nor in favor of the dis-establishment of the 
Wheat Board or the curtailment of its activities. 

THE FOLLOWING QUOTED STATEMENTS ARE FALSE: 

1 The Western Producer, which is the organ of the Saskatchewan 
Pool, states in its issue of September 10, 1936, that the Govern- 
ment has decreed the death of the Wheat Board and thereby has 
complied withi the express desire of the grain trade. THIS IS 
FALSE The grain trade has expressed no such desire. 

2. The same paper, in the same issue, states, ‘The work of a 
generation is to be scuttled and if its present intentions are carried 
out, next year, and for many years thereafter, the farmers, if they 
have a crop, are to be thrown to the wolves of the Grain Exchange.” 
This statement is merely abusive and its implications libe.lous, If 
it is intended to mean that. the members of the Grain Exchange, 
which comprise all the elevator companies (including Pools), the 
mills and merchants, both foreign and domestic, who compete for 
the sale of Western Canadian crop, are organized for this purpose, 
not of service to the producer but to prejudice his interest, this 
statement is not only false but must be known to be false to the 
editor and owners of this paper. 

3. The following statement is contained in a circular forwarded 
to various organizations throughout Western Canada by the 
Saskatchewan Provincial President of the Co-operative Common- 
wealth Federation: ‘The Government, by setting the pegged price 
at 87%4¢, basis No 1 Nor. Fort William—73c fo the farmer— has 
taken money from you and given it to the Grain Exchange.” This 
statement. is false and can only be based upon complete ignorance 
or extreme malice, No line elevator company, any more than eny 
Pool elevator, designs to make any profit from the fluctuations of 
grain prices. The grain trade challenges the gentleman who made 
this statement to explain it and to prove it. It is inconceivable 
that the Western Pools and the elevator companies who have served 
the producer of Western Canada for so many years, efficiently and 
honorably, would be willing to continue to belong to an institution 
which is organized for any such evil purpose. 

4. The numerous statements being made throughout the country 
by propogandists that the grain trade is desirous of anything but 
the welfare of the farmer, or has brought pressure upon the Gov- 
ernment with reference to the Wheat Boad or the wheat policy of 
Canada, is untrue, 

NOTE: It is understood that a Commission will shortly inquire 
into the grain marketing system. The grain trade invites those who 
have made the above statements and similar misrepresentations 
of fact, to appear before the Commission and support their 
statements by evidence and argument.

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With governments, boards of adjudication and arbitration and organ- 
izations innumerable all imbued with different ideas on the subject, the pro-} 
cess of deflating the accumulated indebtedness of farmers in the prairie 
provinces, generally referred to as debt adjustment, is an exceedingly com- | 
plicated problem. 

It is not rendered any the less sc because the problem is being dealt) 
with by a multiplicity of tribunals with varying degrees of authority and 
some with none at all, and in view of the fact that the human element is 
a very important factor in straightening out the tangled affairs of the 
debtors on a reasonable basis and at the same time to the satisfaction of 
both parties to amended contracts, 

The large number of debors involved, the wide variations in the nature 
and terms of the agreements from which some easement is sought, the) 
great spread in circumstances and conditions under which the debtors have 
been and still are operating, the wide range in the capacity and ability of 
the land to produce, as well as other factors, conspire to prevent the plac-| 
ing of debt adjustment on a mathematically scientific basis and for this 
reason, decisions of tribunals and new agreements made on a voluntary | 
basis may not always appear on the face of them, to be equitable when, 
compared with other decrees and other agreements, . 

Where voluntary adjustments are made by mutual consent of debtor 
and creditor, either directly or through the mediation of a board, the ques-} 
tion of equitability is not an important consideration. So long as the two 
parties involved can reach a decision satisfactory to both, the terms are of | 
no concern to any other person. 

But where the terms of a new agreement are imposed on debtor and | 
creditor by a tribunal armed with enforcement authority, the question 
assumes a different complexion. Under such circumstances, while as stated 
at the outset, agreements cannot be made to comply with any rigid mathe- | 
matical formulae for the reasons sets forth, every effort should be made to | 
establish fundamental principles and policies which will ensure the nearest | 
possible approximation to equitabiity. «~* 

Some, perhaps all of the boards operating in the three provinces have 
already enunciated principles trending in this direction to which they are | 
prepared to adhere as closely as circumstances permit. They have an-| 
nounced that the chief objective of their decisions is to keep the farmer on! 
the land and enable him to carry on. From this it follows that new con-| 
tracts authorized must comprise terms within the capacity and ability of! 
the farmer-debtor to comply. At the same time they must be fair and 
reasonable from the creditors’ viewpoint, if for no other reason, for the sake | 
of availability of fiuture credit. 

The Federal Board of Review in Saskatchewan, however, has gone even 
further than enunciating the general principles outlined above. In a recent | 
announcement the board declared that after the total amount of real estate| 
mortgage indebtedness to be repaid has been determined, new agreements | 
will cover a ten year period, providing for repayment of principal sums in | 
ascending scale, the agreement to bear a maximum interest rate of six per 
cent, with provision for suspension of payment in years of crop failure. 
Fairly specific policies, with reservation for variation under special circum- 
stances, were also announced with respect to other forms of indebtedness. 

Whether or not the precise terms outlined meet general approval, the 
effort to provide for some measure of unifomity of general debt adjustment | 
provisions is a step in the right direction and should similar policies be 
adopted by the boards in the provinces of Alberta and Manitoba, as is in- 
timated they are likely to do, a further step forward in the direction of, 
equitability will have been made. 

Recently the United Farmers of Canada suggested that some provision 
should be made for appeal from decisions of the Boards of Review but if | 
the general principles and policies which have been promulgated, at least by 
the Board in Saskatchewan, are followed as closely as varying circum-| 
stances permit, it is reasonable to assume that requests for the right of 
appeal will presently dissolve, 

If a generally satisfactory degree of equitability can be made effective 
in decrees of the respective boards and if debtor and creditor will approach 
negotiations under voluntary mediation in a spirit of reasonableness much 
of the difficulty of debt adjustment will automatically be dissipated and | 
what is now a complicated problem will be materially simplified and costs 
of the undertaking much reduced. A

Question Is Settled . 


Scientists Come To Conclusion Ani- 
mals Have No Souls 


Scientists working with delicate 
apparatus in a Kensington labora- 
tory have settled a question that has 
caused endless controversy in every 
part of the world:— 

Have animals souls? 

Do our pets survive after death? ; 

Dr. Nandor Fodor, an internation- 
ally-known psychical research ex- 
pert, asked Mr. B. J. Hopper, M. Sc, 
one of the most brilliant of British 
physicists, to begin experiments that 
would answer the question. 

Now, after experimenting on mice, 
birds, frogs and cockroaches, both 
scientists issue this statement: 

There is no evidence that animals 
have souls or any existence after 
death. 

Argument on the subject suddenly 
increased when Dr, R. A. Watters, 
director of the Dr. William Bern- 
hard Johnston Foundation ~~ for 
Psychological Research at Reno, 
Nevada, startled the world with his 
claim two years ago: 

That he had photographed “souls” 
leaving the bodies of animals killed 
in a specially-constructed chamber. 

His photographs, he said, showed 
the shadowy “souls” of animals 
which resembled the physical bodies 
in shape. 

Dr. Nandor Fodor started experi- 
ments. at the International Institute 
for Physical Research, Kensington. 

“The results,” Dr, Nandor Fodor 
told the Sunday Chronicle recently, 
“were disappointing. We were un- 
able, despite the most thorough ex- 
amination, to confirm the American 
claims which had been hailed by 
Spiritualists as proof of the exist- 
ence of survival.

Giant Arum Lily Attracts Crowds 


To Holland Hothouse 


A giant arum lily, eight feet high 
and three and a half feet across is 
attracting crowds to the hothouse of 
the Agricultural High School at 
Wageningen, in Holland. It is grow- 
ing from a bulb that weighs six stone 
four pounds. The lily, which is from 


the tropics, seldom blossoms. The 
flower lasts only two days. It blos- 
somed the first time in July, 1932, 


and is the only specimen in Europe.
